•e. pond to notices from the draft 
board. 
The defendant is Frank Osborn, 
30, an unmarried laborer residing in 
Straban township. 
He was arrested 
Tuesday afternoon by Deputy Sher- 
fl B. E. Bixler and Federal Agent 
Jennings and taken to the county 
jail until he was arraigned later in 
the afternoon before U. S. Commis­ 
sioner Robert E. Wible, 
After a brief hearing there he was 
held over for the Federal court at 
Scranton on January 22 and was 
permitted to post his own bond in 
the am ount of $1,000 for his appear- 
xnce there. 
Osborn, who registered under the 
draft law, told the officers and later 
repeated at the hearing th a t he had 
written federal authorities offering 
to work in defense industries but re­ 
fusing to serve in the arm ed forces. 
He has not declared himself to be a 
conscientious objector but has said 
he does not “like to fight and won't 
join the Army.” He balked at filling, 
out the questionnaire, he said, be­ 
cause th at would be "signing up for 
the Army and I won t do th at.” 
The Selective Service Act provides 
a maximum penalty of five years 
imprisonment or $10,000 fine or both 
for refusing to fill out a question­ 
naire.

sound large to some folks. It was to 
the new company at the time al­ 
though it has now grown to such 
an extent that it is not an unusual 
order. However, even today, 20,000 
feet of molding is almost four miles 
long, and not Just ordinary mold­ 
ings. It was designed molding. And 
Foth and Gulden had to work their 
then small force day and night to 
turn out the order on time. 
The new company kept on receiv­ 
ing orders.

The work at the Foth-Gulden 
plant varies. Some factories create 
their own designs, send penciled 
sketches to the Aspers company 
from which master carvers create 
the master model. From this master 
model is turned out the contract 
order in varied quantities ranging as 
high as 40,000 pieces. 
Master Carvers Design 
In addition the m aster carvers 
create special designs which in turn 
are sold to individual buyers, but 
in each instance the master model 
is the work piece from which the 
force turns out the finished product, 
To make these specially carved 
pieces requires skilled hands and 
special machines, The master model 
is fitted into a m aster carving 
machine equipped with 12, 18 or 
24 bits. Under each bit is placed a 
piece of wood, carefully placed and 
adjusted under clamps attached to 
a large frame. The machine is set 
in operation and the carver then 
manipulates the master bit over 
the entire outline of the master 
model. This, in turn, guides all the 
other bits, whirling away the waste 
wood and carving out exact dupli­ 
cates of the master model. 
Other machines are fed by hand 
in individual pieces. A plain piece 
From tins humble beginning their 
growth can best be measured by tile i ^ woocj 
nailed to a master model 
steadily Increasing floor space re­ 
quired to handle the influx of busi­ 


ne cur naif way through a single 
piece of wood, reversed and cut 
almost half-way through from the 
reverse side. 
Then the piece is 
sawed into strips on a band-saw 
thus making from four to eight 
pieces out of one carving. 
Always Working on New Ideas 
Harry Gulden conceived the idea 
of making a round, twisted mold­ 
ing. There wert1 moldings of similar 
creation on the market but Harry 
had a vision of a better molding. 
He designed and made a machine 
to turn out his product and it is 
now in use at the plant. From a 
square piece of wood a machine will 
carve out a round twisted piece of 
molding, quarter-inch, half-inch or 
an inch in diameter, emerging in 
finished form a t the rate of three 
to ten feet a minute. The finished 
piece may then be quartered or 
halved into the minutest and light­ 
est piece of molding manufactured 
today. 
Moldings From C’omposiilon 
And this isn’t all that those crafts­ 
men turn out at Aspers. Max Foth, 
before his death, conceived the idea 
of making moldings out of a com­ 
position, so much like wood as not 
to be discernible to an inexperi­ 
enced eye. Again a master model is 
carved into a block of wood. The 
composition 
used 
is 
thoroughly 
mixed and heated. Then it is pressed 
into fche design carved into the 
block of wood and heavily pressed. 
When it hardens, as it does in a 
very short time, tile result is a neat, 
light and attractive piece of mold­ 
ing. It may be a special little design 
for a bullet door, or the front of the 
upright back of a chair, or on the 
front of a bureau drawer. This form 
of molding can also be wrapped or 
glued around a corner or a circular 
frame. It has many means of usage, 
ar. - its intricate and fascinating ap­ 
pearance proves alluring to many 
buyers. 
Big Investment in Dies 
Circular, 
copper 
compositioned 
dies are used in the manufacture of 
embossed moldings’. The dies used 
at Foth and Gulden’s are made by 
a m an and his wife in Indianapolis. 
Each design requires a new die. 
The die is placed in a large m a­ 
chine with a twenty-ton pressure 
capacity. Gas names are directed at 
the die as it revolves slowly in the 
machine. A long piece ol wood is 
guided into the machine and is 
rolled under the die emerging the 
finished product. This machine has 
a speed of two to eight feet a 
minute, th at is it is capable of 
making eight feet of molding every' 
minute. Some dies and some woods 
require a slower operation, drop­ 
ping as low as three feet per minute 
Foth and Gulden have more than 
$8,000 Invested In, embossed molding 
dies. 
Wood used in the manufacture of 
embossed molding is dried down a 
three per cent moisture. Average

The determined men, the an­ 
cient trucks and the balky mules 
ire doing their part in the war 
through ice and slush and ankle- 
deep mud. through mountains as 
wild as the American Rockies, in 
country where the best roads are 
only “rut* frozen on Hie mountain­ 
sides.’* 
The drivers are men like Mike. 
He is married, lias one child, owns 
and operates two buses in peace­ 
time. and has his own car. a 12-year- 
old American flivver. 
The day Italian troops invaded 
Greece, Mike on his way to the 
front as a supply driver, nursing 
along his rattling sedan. His buses 
also were put into service. And he 
has been at it ever since, 
I saw him under the hood of the 
old car, working furiously with an 
engine that sputtered like an out­ 
board motor with the hiccups. 
He’s like the other—the “spirit" 
behind the Greek fighting line. but 
he’s just laugh if anyone told him 
so 
He told me, after tying down the 
hood with baling wire, that he had 
two hours of sleep in tile last three 
days—driving 400 miles a day on 
roads where, in some places, a mis­ 
take w'ould send the sedan hurtling 
1.000 feet down a mountainside. 
“Our soldiers need those things," 
he said, gesturing toward the back 
seat which was piled with rifle cart­ 
ridges. 
And when the war Is over? 
“There’s just one thing I want 
to do," he declared.
